In other words in order to have 
a mountain ‘chain formed .one

Earth Becoming Smaller. . 

The carth is becoming smaller 
by Shrinkage. » Thus the upper 
part of the earth’s crust must be 
squeezed into smaller space, pro- 
ducing compression in the crust.
